The Governor’s Veto of the 
Election Bill Defeats the 
Will of the Voter—Sponsor 
of the Reform Measure Bit­ 
terly Renounces the Veto 
of the Bill and Claims It 
Is Discouraging To For­ 
ward-Looking Citizens of 
Every Part of the State.

State Senator Paul M. Herbert of 
Franklin county, sponsor and cham­ 
pion of tlje Chappelear-Herbert elec- 
j 
tions reform 
bill, which 
Governor 
Donahey vetoed Tuesday because, he 
said, it contained provisions “thoroly 
iniquitous,” answered 
the governor 
Wednesday night in 
a statement in 
which he called the veto “discourag­ 
ing to forward-looking 
citizens 
of 
every part of the state.” 
The bill, Senator Herbert asserted 
is the same one, with only two addi­ 
tional amendments, which, the senate 
passed and upon which the-governor 
heartily urged the house to take simi 
lar action. 
I 
The governor, Senator Herbert de­ 
clared acted In accordance with the 
most powerful and one of the most 
“subtle, insidious and scheming lob­ 
bies ever essembled to defeat the will 
of the people,” and which, he said, 
declared publicly 
it would kill 
the 
bill. 
i 
Senator Herbert also intimated that 
Governor Donahey played 
“shrewd j 
politics” when he vetoed the bill and | 
threatened to call an extraordinary j 
session of the legislature to pass such | 
election reform 
legislation 
as was 
needed. 
- 
The two reforms to which the gov-, 
ernor took exception, Senator Her-1 
bert declared, were 
one to provide 
that state candidates, before appear- j 
ing on the primary ballot, should be j 
indorsed 
by one 
per cent 
of the 
voters, the number to he computed on 
the vote case for the last governor, | 
and one which would allow the polls j 
to remain open near election time to , 
care for transfers and persons who 
came of age shortly before election. 
Other amendments with which the 
governor said the “bill 
was loaded 
down” and which he objected to, Mr. 
Herbert said, were 
amendments 
to 
correct errors in typing. 
“The governor’s 
veto” Mr. 
Her­ 
bert’s statement said, is discouraging 
to forward-looking citizens of every 
part of the state who saw in the bill 
the correction of abuses in our exist­ 
ing election machinery and to the tax 
pay er in particular, for by its pro­ 
visions the cost of holding elections 
would have been reduced at least one- 
half. 
“The veto is welcomed by the re­ 
actionary politician and the city boss 
because the present system of main­ 
taining a few and costly machines at 
the expense of 
the 
taxpay er 
con­ 
tinues. 
“The reasons (at 
least those 
for 
public consumption) for the veto as 
given by 
the chief 
executive 
are 
based upon his alleged objection to 
two house amendments. 
“One of these amendments 
pro­ 
vided that in permanent registration 
the polls could be kept open two half 
days 
prior to 
election 
to receive 
transfers and 
register those 
who 
were unable to register thru the y ear 
at the office of the board of elections. 
The other amendment provided that 
candidates for state office should ac­ 
company their declaration of candi­ 
dacy for the primaries with a petition 
signed by one per cent of the vote as 
shown by the vote last cast for gov­ 
ernor. 
“This amendment would eliminate 
a great number of names 
from the 
ballot and allow the voter to exercise 
more 
intelligence 
in making 
his 
choice at the 
primary . 
The 
other 


house amendments were 
all correc­ 
tions of ty ping. 
“The two 
amendments 
were the 
only material 
changes 
in 
the bill 
from the form in which it passed the 
senate. 
All other objections 
raised 
by the governor were in the bill as 
passed by the senate. On May 31 the 
governor vetoed the bill. Yet May 9, 
concerning substitute bill 20, the gov­ 
ernor in a message to the general as­ 
sembly said: ‘Wjiile neither of these 
reforms—permanent registration and 
an easy method of recount—was in­ 
cluded in the original senate bill, they 
both have been included in the amend 
ed substitute bill which was passed 
by the senate and is now pending in 
the house. 
“ ‘Other 
resirable 
amendments 
such a* changing the basis of com­ 
pensation of members and clerks of 
boards 
of elections decreasing 
the 
number of precincts, 
abolishing the 
sheriff’s election 
proclamation 
with 
its useless clause and permitting the 
use of fewer election officials in the 
booths of small precincts, have been 
written into the amended bill; all of t 
which tend to reduce the cost of elec, 
tions in Ohio.’ 
“Referring to the pledges made by 
both parties to reduce 
election ex­ 
penses 
and 
to provide 
a simpler 
form of registration 
the 
governor 
said in the 
same message 
that “if 
party platforms mean 
any thing, if 
the demand for economy and a re­ 
duction in the needless cost of gov­ 
ernment is to be met, then one of the 
ways by which the pledges and re­ 
sponsibilities can be fulfilled is to 
enact the amended 
substitute 
bill 
No. 20. 
“ ‘The enactment of this measure 
will not only fulfill party pledges and 
reduce the abnormal cost of election, 
but it will aid in restoring the con­ 
fidence of the people in the conduct 
of elections in Ohio. I am determined 
that party platform pledges made in 
response to a public demand be ful­ 
filled.’ 
“The real reason for the complete 
change of attitude by the governor 
will never be known 
by the public. 
We do know that from its inception 
the bill was 
fought by 
one of the 
most subtle, insidious and scheming 
lobbies ever assembled to defeat the 
will of the people. 
“This lobby publicly announced in 
the senate it would kill the 
bill in 
committee. 
It failed. It then would 
kill it on the floor of the senate. And 
again it failed. 
This lobby then be­ 
came grim and the bosses 
of both 
parties began a drive to kill the bill 
in the house committee and failed. 
“They then announced that it would 
be killed on the floor of the house. 
Every parliamentary 
trick and de­ 
vice was resorted to but the house 
passed the bill by a scant three votes. 
“The governor kills the bill by his 
veto. 
They 
say he was 
a shrewd 
politician—perhaps he is. 
“The so-called bosses are exultant. 
I received Wednesday morning this 
message 
from 
one: 
‘Perseverance 
wins. 
I told you we would kill the 
bill.’ ”

About a quarter of the ancient elt.v 
of Ostia, founded at the mouth of the 
Tiber river to form a harbor for Home, 
has been unearthed, and the ex cava­ 
tions have reached such progress that 
ft will soon be possible to trace the 
methods adopted by the ancient Ro­ 
mans in planning the town, says the 
Rome correspondent of the Christian 
Science Monitor. 
Archeologists have, 
however, already arrived at one very 
important conclusion, namely, that of 
ascertaining the type of a Roman 
house. 
The houses unearthed at Pompeii 
had hitherto been taken as the accept­ 
ed model for Roman houses, but the 
structures at Ostia show three and 
sometimes four stories, and

It is conjectured that some houses 
were let in fiats, as complete sets of 
rqoms were found on each floor, while 
the ground floors, as are used now­ 
adays, were transformed into shops.

IS HAIM MADE BY STATE 
SENATOR PAUL H. HERBERT 


The Governor’s Veto of the 
Election Bill Defeats the 
Will of the Voter—Sponsor 
of the Reform Measure Bit­ 
terly Denounces the Veto 
of the Bill and Claims It 
Is Discouraging To For­ 
ward-Looking Citizens of 
Every Part of the State. 


State Senator Paul M. Herbert of 
Franklin county, sponsor and cham- i 
pion of tlje Chappelear-Herbert clee- j 
tions reform 
bill, which 
Governor 
Donahey vetoed Tuesday because, he 
said, it contained provisions “thoroly 
iniquitous,” answered 
the governor 
Wednesday night in 
a statem ent in 
which he called the veto “discourag­ 
ing to forward-looking 
citizens 
of 
every part of the state.” 
The bill, Senator Herbert asserted 
is the same one, with only two addi­ 
tional amendments, which, the senate 
passed and upon which th e-governor 
heartily urged the house to take Simi 
lar action. 
j 
The governor, Senator Herbert de­ 
clared acted In accordance with the 
most powerful and one of the most 
“subtle, insidious and scheming lob­ 
bies ever essembled to defeat the will 
of the people,” and which, he said, 
declared publicly 
it would kill 
the 
bill. 
t 
Senator Herbert also intimated that 
Governor Donahey played 
“shrewd i 
politics” when he vetoed the bill and j 
threatened to call an extraordinary j 
session of the legislature to pass such j 
election reform 
legislation 
as was 
needed. 
** 
The two reforms ta which the gov- 
ernor 
took exception, Senator 
Her-1 
bert declared, w-ere 
one to provide 
that state candidates, before appear- j 
ing on the primary ballot, should be i 
indorsed 
by one 
per cent 
of the 
voters, the number to be computed on 
the vote case for the last governor,! 
and one which would allow the polls I 
to remain open near election time to j 
care for transfers and persons who 
came of age shortly before election. 
Other amendments with which the 
governor said the “bill 
was loaded 
down” and which he objected to, Mr. 
Herbert said, were 
amendments 
to 
correct errors in typing. 
“The governor’s 
veto” Mr. 
Her­ 
bert’s statem ent said, is discouraging 
to forward-looking citizens of every 
part of the state who saw in the bill 
the correction of abuses in our exist­ 
ing election machinery and to the tax 
payer in particular, for by its pro­ 
visions the cost of holding elections 
would have been reduced at least one- 
half. 
“The veto is welcomed by the re­ 
actionary politician and the city boss 
because the present system of main­ 
taining a few and costly machines at 
the expense of 
the 
taxpayer 
con­ 
tinues. 
“The reasons (at 
least those 
for 
public consumption) for the veto as 
given by 
the chief 
executive 
are 
based upon his alleged objection to 
two house amendments. 
“One of these amendments 
pro­ 
vided that in permanent registration 
the polls could be kept open two half 
days 
prior 
to 
election 
to receive 
transfers and 
register those 
who 
were unable to register thru the year 
at the office of the board of elections. 
The other amendment provided that 
candidates for state office should ac­ 
company their declaration of candi­ 
dacy for the primaries with a petition 
signed by one per cent of the vote as 
shown by the vote last cast for gov­ 
ernor. 
“This amendment would eliminate 
a great number of names 
from the 
ballot and allow the voter to exercise 
mo*e 
intelligence 
in making 
his 
choice at the 
primary. 
The 
other 


house amendments were 
all correc­ 
tions of typing. 
“The two 
amendments 
were the 
only material 
changes 
in 
the bill 
from the form in which it passed the 
senate. 
All other objections 
raised 
by the governor were in the bill as 
passed by the senate. On May 31 the 
governor vetoed the bill. Yet May 9, 
concerning substitute bill 20, the gov­ 
ernor in a message to the general as­ 
sembly said: ‘WJiile neither of these 
reforms—permanent registration and 
an easy method of recount—was 
in­ 
cluded in the original senate bill, they 
both have been included in the amend 
ed substitute bill which was passed 
by the senate and is now pending in 
the house. 
“ ‘Other 
resirable 
amendments 
such af; changing the basis of com­ 
pensation of members and clerks of 
boards 
of elections decreasing 
the 
number of precincts, 
abolishing the 
sheriff’s election 
proclamation 
with 
its useless clause and permitting the 
use of fewer election officials in the 
booths of small precincts, have been 
written into the amended bill; all of 
which tend to reduce the cost of elec 
tions in Ohio.’ 
“Referring to the pledges made by 
both parties to reduce 
election ex­ 
penses 
and 
to provide 
a simpler 
form of registration 
the 
governor 
said in the 
same message 
that “if 
party platforms mean 
anything, if 
the demand for economy and a re­ 
duction in the needless cost of gov­ 
ernment is to be met, then one of the 
ways by which the pledges and re­ 
sponsibilities 
can 
be fulfilled 
is to 
enact the amended 
substitute 
bill 
No. 20. 
“ ‘The enactment 
of this measure 
will not only fulfill party pledges and 
reduce the abnormal cost of election, 
but it will aid in restoring the con­ 
fidence af the people in the conduct 
of elections in Ohio. I am determined 
that party platform pledges made in 
response to a public demand be ful­ 
filled.’ 
“The real reason for the complete 
change of attitude by the governor 
will never be known 
by the public. 
We do know that from its inception 
the bill was 
fought by 
one of the 
most subtle, insidious and scheming 
lobbies ever assembled to defeat the 
will of the people. 
“This lobby publicly announced in 
the senate It would 
kill the 
bill in 
committee. 
It failed. 
It then would 
kill it on the floor of the senate. And 
again it failed. 
This lobby then be­ 
came grim and the bosses 
of both 
parties began a drive to kill the bill 
in the house committee and failed. 
“They then announced that it would 
be killed on the floor 
of the house. 
Every parliam entary 
trick and de­ 
vice was resorted 
to but the 
house 
passed the bill by a scant three votes. 
“The governor kills the bill by his 
veto. 
They 
say he was 
a shrewd 
politician—perhaps he is. 
“The so-called bosses are exultant. 
I received Wednesday morning this 
message 
from 
one: 
‘Perseverance 
wins. 
I told you we would kill the 
bill.’ ”
